Having regained bi« legs, missiles of the most of-

eff.-nsive character were thrown Into his face,
and as it was evident that a furious storm was

brewing sgainst tbe party, their haaty retreat was

sjoggtsted. With a* much expedition as possible,
She Marshal, with his nephew and interpreter, bolt¬
ed aorois the yard, and on reaching the street, they
Wore met with the mcst fearfol yells and execra¬

tions from the mob who had collected oatiide the
entrance gates. Indeed it is eoarceiy possible, we
are assured, to convey an accurate idea of tbe hor¬
rible noise that barst forth from the populace when
the affrighted General appeared. He was allowed
to reach about the middle of the street, when some

of the carters, Who were in waiting with their
heavy whips, cried out, " Ob, this is the fellow that
flogged tbe women, is it!" and instantly commer ced
lashing him with all their might. Too marshal
then quickened bis speed, but the mob, which bad
considerably increased by the arrival of a number
of coal heavers from. Bankside. crowded round him,
and all that could get near him were kicking and
¦boviog him, and crying, " He's a murderer; give
It bim. Down with the Austrian butcher. Shove
him into the river." With some difficulty he
contrived to reach the corner of Bankside,
When be was knocked down, nnd »u att»mPt
was made by the more excited of the populace to
or«fj mm »»»y.it is thought, for the purpose of
throwing him into the Thames. His nephew and
Interpreter, however, managed to keep hold of him,
and got him upon his legs. Ho then made another
effort to get away between hia attendants. The
mob, however, followed him up, and laahed polled,
and hooted him in the moat furioua style. He was

flogged with the whip*, struck over the back with
the brooms, beaten with the coaloeaver' " fan tail"
bats, while an unremitting shower of filth waa lev¬
elled at him. Several gentlemen who witnessed
the attack made an attempt to protect the Marshal,
Who appeared lo ba fast sinWog from exhauntion
and ill usage, while his interpreter implored the
mob not to kill him. Two young men in the ser¬

vice of Mr. Winter, the ironmonger, in Bankside,
met the men, and endeavored tore; train them.
"Ho is a murderer," was tho roply. " We won't
have him here, tho Austrian butcher; we'll teaoh
him to flog women" Another rush was made at

him; his hat was thrown high into the air, amid
loud derisive shouts, and his clothes nearly torn
oil' hia back. His moustache and beard wore

pulled in the most violent manner, and oue man,
v ho had in his hand a large bhied knife, caught
hold of the marshal's board, atd made a strong
effort to cut it off. By this time tha party had reach¬
ed tho George pubhobruse, In Bankside, near

Southwark bridge, kept by Mr. Benfuild, and in tho
confosion the General sncceoded in getting from
tbe mob, and running into the George. Too nephew
and intorpeter remained at the door as long as it
avßH practicable; they, however, were soon com¬

pelled to seek shelter inside, the mob beating them
and rushing no stair*. Mr. Henfeildat the time was

attending at the bar, and his wife was up stairs
With her child. In an instant the lower part of the
house was rilled by tbe mob, whose oooduct now

became furious, while hundreds collected in front..
Loud were tho cries.'' Out with the butcher !".
.Drag the murderer out!" "Down with the
wretch!" Soveral rooms were entered, but the
Marshal could not be'ound, and it was supposed he
had been concealed. The mob then beoame im
patient, and would liston to nothing else than hia
production. 8ovoral men scaled the front of tbe
house and got into the front room windows. The
nephew and interpreter were found on the landing,

fei hut tbe object of their fury was nowhere to be seen,

ßgj In a few moments a loud yell proceeded from the

Sf hack part of the promise*. Some coalheavera had
^ discovered the Marshal crouched la a dust bin at¬

tached to the house. By the hair of bis hoad they
dragged himou. shouting " we havegot the Austrian
wr men flogger!" This announo«inent waa receivod
with almost frantic cheer* by the mob out side the
louse, and tbe Marshal waa about being dragged
llongthe passage intothestreecs, when hts t-riosat-
ffacif ritheat-nrpathy of aome stranger*, who, with
the aid of hfsnophew and interpreter, succeeded in
Etottirig him from the grasp or his assailants, and
in lockitg him up In one of thy bedrooms, while
others stood sentry at the door, and prevented it
being forced. Mr. Bonfeild, the landlord, endea¬
vored to appease the mob. Tha> replied, however,
that if the wretch wa* not given up, they would
pull the bouse down Moat fortunately Mr. lion
fetid, at the First rush Into hia house, and fearing
that it would really be demolished, sent for a po-
lioeman, who arrived just at tho moment the threats
Were being made and it being dangerous for him
to act alone, he ran to tho polioe station for further
aid. A strong body of the force soon arrived, and
their appearance nt once quelled the fury of the
populace. The inspector, on entering the house,
found the General aoated on the edge of a bed in a

pitiable condition. Ho was much exhausted, and
In his own laJr(,'UHf<0 complained severely of the
pain he endured from injurie* inflicted upon him-

Having partake n of some b.''gn' refreahnieut, the
inspector assured him. through the. jnterpeter, that
he might consider himself perfectly sate u?der his
care, as he had a body of uttteers down below ic

proteot bim. It was some time, however, ere ho
could bo induced to believe that he wai free from
further violence. Hia torn garmenta having been
temporarily repaired by tho interpreter, and Mr.
Bonfeild having lent bim a hat, he ventured to
make for the Thames Police galley that was lying
at the foot of the sitairs fronting the Goorge Get¬
ting safely into the boat, it waa rowed to Water¬
loo Bridge A oab waa then procured, and the ex¬

hausted Marshal was conveyed to Morley'a Hotel,
Chating-cross. It should be mentioned, however,
that when be took his departure from B»uk«ide,
ho we» greeted withy oils, aud his hat was thrown
Mo the"tlver after him.

During 1 ho remainder of tha' dav the General
»K* confined to his bed at bis hotel. On Friday
he was still suffering from the injuries he had aus

tained. He was visited by several of the Austrian
nobles atd others resident In London; and in order
to avoid tbe recurrence of a similar display of feel¬
ing, arrangements wore made for his quitting Eng¬
land, and in the course of Friday night, we are in-
fcrmed, he took his leave.
The George, where Haynau took refuge, has

been ever slnoe an attraction to the curious It has
been daily visited by crowds of exiled Hungarians,
the dusthole and bedroom being objects of mach
attraction to the curious. Cheers are repeatedly
fiven by the visitors for the drayman and coal-
envois. Mr. Benfeild, to whom Haynau was

largely indebted for hi* safety, called at Morley's
and sent in his card, but the Marshal refused to re¬
ceive him.

The Grand Uava! Review at Clierbonrj;.
The English papers are full of accounts of Louin

Napoleon's review if the French fleet at Cher¬

bourg. The best is that contained in the London
Chronicle, which we copy i

This grand and imposing display of tho finest
fleet ever sent to sea by la beVe France has long
engaged the attention of all sight-seeing people in
this country, as well as in France itself; and, as

might be easily divined, the number of visitors to
to Cherbourg during this week has never bafore
been equaled. In fact, it is, as Monsieur Julien
would pbraae it, un spectacle monttre; to French¬
men a prond national treat.an epoch in tbe aaval
hist ry of France.
By special invitation of the President, the gen-

tlemen of tbe British ya:ht clubs had, for tha great¬
er part, assembled in the port witb their boautifil
vessels, and anchored under the battericson Wed¬
nesday, including the Earl of Wilton (who saluted
with 10 guns me Aarniral of tne fleet, woo com¬

plimented the noble Commodore with a salute in
return. Tne Duke o( Marlborough, the Marquess
of Oonyngbam, the Earl of Cardigan, the Marquess
of Ormond, the E«rI:of;Mountcbarlea, nr,d other

distiBgu'abtd amateura had arrived on Tuesday.
The Brit'ati squadion had arranged to present the
visitors a species of entertainment perfectly new
to the V'rencn, and which norm but Englishmen
bave the means lor displaying.uamely, a cruise of
all their handsome vac: ts, accompanied by a vari-
etyof beautifully executed manauvera, out of the
bay at one extremity or the srreat breakwater,
which they worked roui d, returning by the other
aga n to maneuver in the bay. to :he gr-at djlight
and surprise of thä Freu.-.b of both sexes, 'vhj
could hardly credit that such a self ntitio display of
aesmanuhtp could be made, even in a lilliputian
fleet by men not all of the naval profession. The
manner of executing their evolutions and getting
up to their anchorage in two lines, gavu m much
satisfaction that they were loudly cheered by the
people of the port. The captain of tha French
line of battle ship Gemappes. avo>vod his admira¬
tion by exclaiming that the display of their prow¬
ess and tactics was, " Sttpirrbe el tits dcltceuse "

At 11 A.M. the yachts got under weigh by signal,
and stood out to the westward o( tho broaltwater,
where, by signal, they formed into two lines
Beaching to the eastward till 4 P.M. when, by

signs), tbey bore up In succession, entering tbe oast
end of the breakwater on return to thair anchorage.
All dipped their colora to the flag ship, the courtesy
being returned; the bands of several of the fleet
playing while the yachts of each line were passing,
that of the adtnirnl concluding with -'God save the
Qneen." Each line throughout the day was pre¬
served with wonderful regularity, considering the
üilliculty of restraining the speed of several of tha
cum-rs in relation to tt e schooners, which they had
to foilow according to station. The last signal from
tho Xarifa waa in acknowledgment of tbe zeal dis¬
played by all.

dant ; they arrived on Wednesday evening, and
wore.the Lightning, stoam vessel, with Admiral
Bir J Ommanney, K C. B. Vice Admiral Sir T.
Cochrane. K. C. B Hear Admiral Sir C. Napier,
K. C. B. Captain W. H. Hall, and Captain llodney
Muudy the Fire Queen, steamer, with Captain
Cbada and the otlicora ol the College at Ports¬
mouth ; the Portsmouth, yacht, with Captain C.
Eden and others.Mra. Baring was alao in this
vessel; aud the Fanny, tender, with Commander
Ogle, Flag Lieutenant Cochrane, «5cc
Saturday broke with aa favorable a promise of

One weather as the precedirg days. The first ac¬

tive movement afloat, was the ».tmultaneous dress¬
ing of the ships, and in the course of a few minutes
after eight tho Fren.-.h fleet, according to their
fashion, bringing their flags no further down than
the lower yards, and totally omitting to decorate the
stays from the bowsprit end to the spanker boom
end and the yacht, according to the more taste¬
ful English custom, wore the colors of all nations.
tbe tri color, In honor of the French, formed the
most numerous and mostonspicuous. The French
had only signal flags, with the tri-color at each
mast head, and also at the peak. Yachts now

began to weigh, boats commenced to ply, steamers,
with crowded freights of all classes, and apparent¬
ly of all couniries, steamed out from the harbor,
round the fleet end through the yachts, and multi¬
tudes assembled on the piers, wharfs, roofs, and
shores.

First, there was a regatta, commenced at nine
o'clock cn Saturday morning. The first race run
was open to all gigs, and several of the gigs be¬
longing to the English yacht squadron were enter¬
ed, and ran for the prize, which, however, was won

by thb French boat Maguin. The couraa was run

twice round, wblcL is about a mile and a hall in
L'rgth. The second raco waa for pinnaces, being
boats belonging to the French floet, and run also
twico round the same course. This was, aa Whll
aa tho former, atoutly contested, and afforded muoh
amusement to the immense crowds which had con¬

gregated on every spot in the town, or on the for¬
tifications and esplanade, which afforded a good
view of tbe sports, as well as to many hundred
persons, including a large portion of the fair aexof
Cherbourg and Its vicinity. Almost all the towns
cu the coast within .r>0 miles of this place, includ¬
ing Dinan, Granvilie, and Havre de Grace, contri¬
buted much to crowd the town, in which it is calcu¬
lated not leas than thirty thousand strangers ware

to be found on this occasion.
The President and stall' first proceeded to the ar-

sena), a royal salute from the batteries welcoming
his arrival. Every departmentof this magnificent
establishment, attll incomplete ar.d in its infancy,
was visited, and industriously inspected the ba¬
sin, the finest work in the world, capable of hold¬
ing forty sail of tbe line the seven superb building
slips, on one of which wai a large frigate half fia- i
ished, the immense range of furnaces, aK of which
were in full work at the time, and the substantial
buildings and storehouses, with their invaluable
contents, formed the subject of inquiry, comment,
admiration, and congratulation of the President
C-.-The Prince was received at the dockyard by the
maritime pre'ect, who accompanied him a!l over

theworka; hut on quitting the establishment, at
half past twelve, under another salute ol the sea¬
ward battery, tbe vice-admiral commanding the
fleet received the President on b.<ard the State
barge, a very handaome boat, paiated white, with
scarlet awning and gilt decorations, rowed by 16
oars. The procession of boats theu rowed out to¬
ward the tiag'Ship, and on neariog the guardsbip
BccephBle, tbe first salute was fired from afbat,
commeuced by this ves»sel. This was a signal for
a deafening roar of artiiieiy. The yards of each
sloop of war had been instantaneously manned,
but not higher than the topsail yards, (the English
always man their yards up to the royais;) the
yachts that bad yards also manned them, and the
others manned tbeir rigging. The most rapid
tiring was made by the line of battle ships; every
gun wsa fired, on both sides, to ihe number of 101
each, ai d with the m?st exejllent time. The flag¬
ship Friedland, in particular, fired with such regu¬
larity and celerity, that her maestve aides appear¬
ed in ore sheet of lurid flame. The yachts, also, j
that hid gut s, fired salutes of ill guns, and amid
the thucder of carnon, and the roaring cheers of
the crews, caught up from ship to ship, and run¬

ning for many miles, frwtu the breakwater to tbe
town brdger., and from the eastern side tt the
dockyard shores, the President boarded tbe Fried-
land.

After sta\irg here for three-quarters of an hour,
the Prince proceeded to the breakwater, a mighty
atd stupendous work, (exceeding in length tne
breakwater of Plymouth ) witb a battery of heavy
guns in the center.

The Prinie
was evidently most gratified by this barst of good

Nnplea.Attuck on Count Navora.
NaTLES, Aug. 30..Nsples has been thrown into

a considerable state of excitement during the last
four days from an a'tack made on the President of
the Grand Criminal Court.Navora.who is making
himself corspictoua from the personal enmity he
displays towerd the prisoners while occupying
the judicial seat. It appears tha President was

passing through one of tho streets, about 3 o'clock,
when the carriage in which he sat, suddenly stood
still. Three persona advanced and commenced a
furious attEck on Navora, inflating wounds on the
head and legs. As I have the story, the persons
wore false beads, and were well dressed. After
the beating, Navora wsa slowed to go home. The
whole Police and spy machinery were immediate¬
ly put in movement, and dozens were arrested on
suspicion. Many from the neighbo.-hcod were im-
mediately carried off, and, up to the present mo-

meet, arrests continue. I have witnessed many
irritating examples of the injustice of the Presi¬
dent du'ing tbe 8tate tria's.such as pritoners not
being allowed to speak from the order of Navora to
" sit down ;" and there can belit'Je doub, but that
tbese repeated acts, coupled with the death of one
of the prisoners from ill treatment, have induced
ihe assault for which many will suffer who are per-
feciiy innocent. I am assured this-fcventhas already
canard some 150 arrests. [Cor. Daily News.

Customs League between Austria and the

THE LEVAKT.
The Cholera iu Maim, Tripoll und Kgypt.

Malta, Monday, Sepu 2.
The Malta Board of Health has gone from one

extreme to another. They have put on a period of
fifteen days' quarantine against all places infected
with the cholera. The Merlin came in on the 3Dtb,
from Marseilles, with three passengers, to join the
Ripon. for India. They were put in quarantine un¬

til the Ripon arrived, on the 31st.
The cholera at Cairo, by last accounts, was mak

ing great ravages. The number of deaths could
not be correctly ascertained, but was supposed to
amount to at least 200 per diem. At Alexandria,
on the li»th alt. the deaths were 65, and had been
gradually ice-easing for the provious six days at
tbe ratio of ten a day. The cholera at Tripoli had
also increased. The city is almost deserted; all
who possessed the mean* h^ve fled into the inte¬
rior or embarked for Malta. This morning a vessel
came in from Tripoli full of paasongers. As there
are tome 100 Maltese at Tripoli all thrown out of
employment by the flight of the merchants, aud to

prevent them, as was naturally supposed, from

coming to Malta, the elected members of the Gov-
errment Council wrote to the Governor to ascer¬
tain whether he could not grant a certain sum of
Government money for their maintenance in Tripoli.
The Governor has granted, cn his own responsibili¬
ty, the »um of £300 'or the purpose required, and
recommended that a doctor and a priest bo sent
there immediately to attend fo the mental aad
bodily war.!*, of the Malteae or other Catholics.

FURTHER FROM CALIFORNIA.
GohUDIfisln« in the Trinity Kegiou.

A correspondent of ths Alia California, writiag
from üombolt Bay, Aug. 4, say*:
None who work since the water has fallen nuke

leps than from an ounce to an ounce and a half per
day, and all those who have been soforiunata as to
have dam* and work in the bed of the river, are

averaging from one to two pounds a day to a hand.
Near the Trinity is another stream bearicg the
name of Salmon River, upon which many are work¬
ing and making from three to four ounce* per day
to the hand. The gold region thore is said to be
very extensive. This itream empties into the
Klameth, which river has been prospected formore
than a hundred mile* above the mouth of Trinity,
ard ia immensely rich it abound» in bar*, which
are very productive, and usually very large. There
are now over 2,000 people on the Klameth, all do¬
it-' well, and yet there remains ample room for
more for out of its numerous tributaries there has
not as y et been a single one prospected upon whiuh
gold has not been found. One stream emptying
mto this river has acquired great reputation, and is
known by the name of Mania River, from which
has been taken out a large quantity of gold ; par-
tie* are now making from 1 to 8500 a day per man
large quantities o! piatina aito abound thore; one
man took out in one day 27 ounce* There ia also
tho head waters of the Shssts, which is very rich,
and many other streams yet unexplored, but which
from their positions are believed to bo equally aa
rich. These stream* all have immense dry dig¬
gings, which undoubtedly will be very productive
a* *oon as the raiuy season commences, and from
all I C3n learn these dry diggings are more exten¬
sive than any as yet known in California. All these
mine* lie northea«t of Humboldt Bay, which is de
cidedly the most accessible point to those of any
other on the coa*t.

Extraordinary Succesa.
We hear astonishing reports from Car*on's

Creek.accounts which exceed the atorie* told by
the oldest of the old miners. Lump* of gold,
in value amounting to SID,000, were deposited
with Adams <5c Co. laat evening.the proceeds of
two and a half day's labor by two men. One piece
weighs eleven pounds, as smooth as glass nd un¬
mixed with foreign matter, and the smallest lamp
weighs two acd a half ounces. In conversation
with one of the fortunate possessor* of thi* trea¬
sure, he informed us that the gold wa« obtained
about half a mile from Car* on's Creek, and where,
hitherto, nobody else ha* thought of searching for
gold. The place appear* to have been formed by
a mountain slide. The gold is very coarse, and
that obtained by our informant his sever been
wnshed. Tbe clay adheres to it as when it was
first [licked out of the earth. About seventy per-
sots are at work in these digging*, and our in¬
formant says that one of them took out twenty-
seven pounds on Friday last. All in that location
are meeting with remarkable sncce**.
